In the course of his duties he has visited all the 
sectors of the French front, having seen more of 
the battle of Verdun, for instance, than any 
other foreign newspaper writer. On the Post-

and has come to know intimately conditions in 
every section of the country. As a result of one

INCOLN EYRE, the Paris correspondent

HERE is-more than merely the urge of moral 
and numerical refnforcement in the re- 
quest of France for American troops on 

the western front with the least possibly delay; 
Although the French people are wholly sincere 
in the friendship for the United States, they do 
not want to take any more chances than they 


they would be considerably relieved to receive 
from this country guarantee of real co-operation 
in the shape of American soldiers on their soil. 

The French entertain no doubt of President 
Wilson’s will to wage.war in the fashion most 
advantageous to the common cause, but the 
French people, a practical race at all times, would 
find in the coming of a force bearing the Stars 
and Stripes a promissory note more potent than 
any existing of cordial speeches or even billions 
loaned. 


Trained in 4 Months for Trenches. 


In connection with the program for the train- 
ing of American infantry in the French army 
zone, it may be worth while fecalling that the 
bulk of the Russians shipped’ to France last year 
were wholly untrained and but scantilly equipped. 
None of them had rifles. - Fhere were only two 
capable regiments, which formed a frame for 
the remainder. Yet these rather dense moujiks 
were in the trenches within four months and are 
now called upon for jobs as difficult as. those 
performer by crack French corps. 


French Casualties State Secret. 


French losses are so carefully guarded that, 
according to a certain distinguished General with 
whom I talked shortly before coming to America, 
it is doubtful if any: living man knows exactly 
what they total. Tabulating casualties is in the 


i hands of a small group of officers at Great Gen- 


eral Headquarters, no one of whom is supposed 
to know the statistics compiled by the others— 
that is, each of them has charge of totaling the 
killed, wounded, prisoners and missing of certain 
divisions and is ignorant of how the rest of 
the army is faring in this respect. 


Foreign Legion the Heaviest Loser. 
Probably no unit bas suffered as greatly as the 
French Foreign Legion. Before the war this ex- 
otic group of shady characters, but marvelous 
fighters, was about 20,000 strong. It was recruit- 


ed up to 50,000 within a short time after hostili- 


ties began, and in the Battle of the Marne had 
five regiments in the “march,” or mobile front 
line regiments hotly engaged. The legionaries 
have fought in the Yser, at Arras in May, 1915; 
at Champagne in September of the same year, at 
Verdun, on the Somme and now again in Cham- 
pagne, and have always been violently mauled, 
giving as good as they got,.however. After the 
famots assault which won back for France Bel- 
loy-en-Santerre, in Picardy, on July 4, 1916, the 
Legion in French territory numbered “‘one regi- 
ment de marche” of three battalions—about 3000 
men in all. It is doubtful if there are today more 
than 4000 legionaries left, and of that number 
many have joined during the war. Half of the 
$0-odd Americans remaining in the Legion were 
killed or permanently disabled at Belloy-en-San- 
terre, among them Alan Seegur, a poet. There 
were about 600 Ameritan legionsries in Septem- 
ber, 1914, but many were honorably discharged 
within a few months of their énlistment, having 
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joined in a moment. of enthusiasm and found 
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Many Wounds and Is Suffering

American Strangest Character in Army. 

The strangest character in the French army, 
in:my- belief, is James Bracy of “Pawtsmouf, Vu- 
ghinyuh, sah,” second-class soldier in the Legion.

James, who is of sable hue, explained to me when. 


I met him at La Valbonne, the Legion's depot, 
tfiat he had come to France from Hampton Roads 
in a “gran’ ship, wrastlin’ hosses.” Discharged 
at Bordeaux, he sought aid and comfort at the 
American consulate. Officially, the Consul could 
do nothing for James. Unofficially, the young 
man was advised to join the Legion, as he was, 
of course,. “bone broke.” For six months after 
enlisting, James, being prejudiced against visit- 
ing the front, walked pigeontoed and kept most 
of the army surgeons of France guessing as to his 
strange malady. 

Finally a cakewalk was organized and James 
forgot to turn his toes inward, for which he was 
rewarded by being ..dispatched forthwith: to ‘the 
firing line. I asked the dark lad’ if he taper 
want to fight the Gérnians,« 

“Yas, sah, | want to fight ‘em all right %, wat 
L wants to fight ‘em back home in’ Pawtsmouf; 
where I knows de peaple and can fight ‘em 
right,”’. he replied. strategically. 

American Aviators’ Viewpoint. 

Most of the American aviators in France are 
by mo means anxious to don the American uni- 
form. Their attitude is that they enlisted in 
the French flying corps because they shared the 
French desire to crush “the bosches” and keep 
civilization intact and that there is no. reason 
why they should go over to the United States 
army simply because we have broken with the 
Germans over their submarine ruthlessness. They 
are glad their country is aiding the common 
cause, but they feel that they are fighting for 
the principles actuating France in her struggle 
rather than those upon which President Wilson’s 
action was based. Yet they insist they are just 
as good Americans as ever. 


The Problem of “Breaking Throug: 

The great tactical problem on the western 
front still remains that of “breaking through” 
on a grand scale. It has never been accomplished, 
although on several occasions both sides have 
temporarily found themselves inside the en- 
emy’s lines and with no defending forces in front 
of them. It is unwise to mention the occasion 
when the French penetrated into German ter- 
ritory, but I can safely say that in the ravine of 
Bras, on the evening of Feb. 26, 1917, the Crown 
Prince’s troops had nothing between them and 
Verdun, six miles away, and that on June 20, 
1916, a German detachment entered one of the 
Verdun forts without encountering resistance. 
Had they tried to forge ahead, however, they 
would probably have been anninoilated, for at 
both places the open space was too narrow for 
successful penetration. In each instance they 
were forced to fall back a few hours later. 

Casual observers picture the various “drives” 
that have taken place as having all been straight 
shoves forward. As a matter of fact, everyone 
had a different tactical form. Some were fan- 
shaped, others cut into the right or to the left,

still others were designed as an encircling move-. 


ment. Except the battle of the Marne, which 
flung the Germans back onto the Aisne and for- 
ever freed Paris of their menace, none has 
achieved strategic success in the full meaning 
of the term. The battles of the Yser and Verdun, 
which may be set down as French victories, were, 
of course, splendid tactical resistance to enemy 
onslaughts, but had no immediate active results, 
The Somme, aside from the relief it brought the 
defenders of Verdun, contained only local bene- 


fits. 

French Population a Shifting One. 

In figuring out the number of effectives en- 
gaged on ¢ither side, the most puzzling point is 
to estimate the total actually lining the trenches 
at any given time. The trench population is « 
constantly shifting one, increased here one day 
and there the next.

A maximum of 170 francs (about $34) per ton 
has been fixed by the Government for coal, 
but the actual cost, with cartage and numerous 
tips, never comes to less than $40, and as high 
as $80- has been paid even for comparatively small 
amounts. The lack of combustibles is, of course, 
receiving the k'rench Governmenit’s most careful 
attention, and the authorities, both state and 
municipal, are laboring both day and night to 
prepare a reserve for the coming winter. Not 
only civilian welfare, but the munition fac- 
tories and the railroads depend upon the solution 
of the perplexing problem. The causes of the 
shortage, of course, are that about 60 per cent of 
the French mines are in the hands of the enemy; 
the difficulty in getting enough ships to bring 
coal over from England and the overworked 
condition of fhe French railroads. 


Winter Problems of the Parisans. 

In the United States, where even the humblest 
enjoys abundant heat, it is difficult to imagine the 
tortured days undergone by the poor of Paris last 
winter. My wife found a family of Belgian refu- 
gees in whom she was interested living in an 
otherwise comfortable apartment, without any 
heat whatever. They had been unable to get coal, 
though willing to pay a generous price, and as the 
did- fashioned house in which they live has neither 
cooking nor heating apparatus other than open 
fireplaces and a coal range, they had been not only 
chilled, but without any hot food for over a 
week. And this family, which numbered several 
children, is not of the really poor class. 

The magnificent courage of the Parisians has 
kept them from voicing their sufferings in an 
obsetreperous manner. There have been no riots 
of any importance, the demonstrations being con-

The circulars which are distributed 
through the schools and the Police De- 
partment in part reads as follows: 

“Clean up. On account of several 
urge conventions, especially the Ad 
Men's, to be held in this city in the 
next few weeks, it is worth while to 
inake a special effort to put the city 
im such shape as to make the best pos- 
ible appearance. To this end the de- 
vartment is asking the co-operation of 
every citizen. . 

“Sugzestions are invited. Tell your 
neighbors; pass the word along; clean 
1p your own premises; remove = ajll 
‘rash, rubbish and refuse from cellar to 
Sarret, yard, stable and any other 
place. ° 

‘Observance of the following rules 
will aid materially: 

“First, haye all rubbish placed in 
eceptables that can be easily handied. 

“Second, compress the rubbish as 
imueh as possible. ) 

“Third, place the receptacles in the 
slley, in plain view, or if no alley, place 
ut the curb. 

‘Fourth, don’t place rubbish in loose 
jiles. 

“Fifth, don't wait to clean up, do it 
now, > 

“Sixth, don't mix rubbish with ashes. 

“Seventh, don’t expect ashes or gar- 
hage to be hauled by the clean-up 
Crews, 

*Righth, don't expect the wagons to 
wait for you.

SIMONDS TELLS WHY 
' HE EXPECTS ANOTHER 


YEAR OF THE WAR 


Continued From Page Onc, 
situation: On the military side there 
igs no reason to expect that Germany 
can be conquered before the end of 


the campaign of 1917. 


We should not be misled by the pleas- 
ing reports that come from the allied 
nations. In the last month the British 
and French have been more successful 
than at the Somme and the British 
have won a really impressive victory. 

But having won their original success 
‘they have not been able to follow it 
<ge by a swift drive and the battle of 
Arras is now sinking to the level of the 
battle of the Somme; it is becoming a 
pounding operation in which all the 
gaine are British, but the gains them- 
selves are not of the sort to hold out 
' promise of the collapse of the German 
army or an immediate and far-reaching 
retreat. 

Germany at the Frontier by Winter 

Given the rate of progress now being 
made by the British, given a campaign 
more successful than the Somme, but 
of the same general character, we may 
gee the Germans back at the French

Meuse, they will still be provided with 
admirable defensive lines, ahd they will 
hive shortened their front and thus 
teduced their responsibility in men; thea. 
is, reduced the number of men needed 
to hold the front by several, hundred 
thousand. ; 

Always there {is the possibility of a 
German disaster, of a sudden collapse 
of German mora'e. Such a collapse is 
not in the least impossible, and we have 
German testimony to prove that it was 
perilously near at the end of the Somn:e 
fight last year. But, again, it is not a 
thing on which to calculate. 

The Recent Rally. 

Save for accident, the Germans have 
the men and the munitions to defend 
themselves for the present campaign. 
They have recently rallied after initial 
Geieat by the British, and they have 
peen able to hold the French with little 
gain in the greatest offensive that the 
French have yet undertaken... and the 
failure of this offensive to win a de- 
cision has led to a modification of 
French military command. 

1 do not’ wish to seem to minimize 
recent allied success. Forty thousand 
prisoners, 400 guns, Vimy Ridge and 
its accessories are the biggest bag in 
tne West since the Marne campaign 
closed. The British performance demon- 
strates that in the long run the new 
British armies must win the war, for 
the man-power of Britain is now great- 
er than that of Germany, including Rrit- 
ish colonies, and besides there is the 
considerable remaining man-power of 
France. 

Submarine and Russia Give Hope. 

But the German reckons that before 
the allies,: givan their present rate of 
progress, can reach Germany, Britain 
will starve. He calculates upon a sepa- 
rate peace by Russia, or, at least, Rus- 
Sian quiet. If his submarine campaign 
were a demonstrable faiiure, if there 
Should be a Russian offensive like that 


| paign will fail. 
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of Brusiloff of last year, he would 
probably make peace on terms that he 
would not now think of. 

But he has two solid reasons for ex- 
pecting to escape ultimate defeat, the 
submarine and Russia, and he is likely 
to keep on, unless he starves or is de- 
feated in the field, until both hopes have 
vanished. 

And it is not demonstrable to him or 
to the world that the submarine cam- 
We know it cannot suc- 
ceed this year. If by next year Amer- 
ican aid and British effort combine to 
establish the fact that Britain will not 
starve, then we shall have a German 
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surrender because there will be left nod 


German hope of success, if Russia has] 


not made a separates peace. 

But if Russia makes a separate 
peace, there .is an end, of ‘starving 
Germany and the man-power of 
France and Great Britain will not be 
able to tear down Germany and Aus- 
tria with their fringes of allies: not 
even with Italy could this be ex- 
pected. 

A separate peace with Russia means 
that the United States must supply the 
man-power to defeat the central em- 
pires, and it means that unless the Unit- 
ed States, in addition, can supply the 


food for Britain, the steel for France, 
and the coal for Italy, there can be, 
at least, a drawn battle in Europe. We 
shall have to take Russia's place in the 
battle line, and we shall not be a com- 
plete substitute, for we cannot exclude 
Germany from Russian wheat fields. 
New Peace Campaign in the Fall. 
Germany expects to hold out until 
winter. She expects by her submarine 
campaign to bring Britain, at tne least, 
to the edge of famine.

In the United States we easily imagine 
that the news that we have entered the 
war must have a profound effect upon 
Germany morale. It will have, but we 
do not understand that this is balanced 
by the effect upon German morale of 
the collapse of Russia and the plain 
possibility, believed to be a certainty by 
most Germans, that Russia will shortly 
make a separate peace. Eventually we 
shall be a worse foe than Russia, but 
today Russia has millions of trained sol-. 
diers where we have hundreds; she has 
cannon, armies and a common land 
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frontier with Germany; we are thou- 
fsands of miles way, without armies, 
cannon or a road to German trenches, 
Save by the submarine infested ocean 
lanes. 

Viewed as a military problem, the war 
is advancing toward a satisfactory solu- 
tion with unmistakable regularity. Brit- 
ain has come into the field this year or- 
ganized, her armies and her Generals are 
trained, her man-power is at its maxi- 
mum, she outguns the Germans and her 
armies, unlike the French and the Ger- 
man, are- made up of young men, the 
best of her marhood. German armies 
are retreating and German hopes of 
conquest have long ago faded into the 
hope of a drawn battle. The nation 
that hoped to conquer Europe now hopes 
to. last. long enough to escape destruc- 
tive peace terms. 

But it is not yet time to expect a Ger-

Nature of the ideals. 

Those ‘ideals are popular freedom, 
the guardianship of\ smaller nations. 
respect and reverence for aspiggtions 
that neither ‘time nor human wer 
can smother and kill. ‘The ailled na- 
tions inscribe those ideals in their 
proclamations ‘and unsheathe'_ their 
swords to encourage and guard them. 

Meanwhile, what can be said in 
response to the taunts of enemy s0v- 
ereignties who ask why Ireland 
still the victim of the oppression of 
ages, still the.complaint that 
imperivhable yearnings for the sun- 


shine of democracy upon her fieids 
are unheard, unsatisfied? One;act of 
supreme generosity on the part of the 
British Parliament will give to tire 
land peace and joyousness and fle her 
in gratitude to the hopes and destinies 
of the empire. 
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must ultimately come. When the war is 
over the cost to Germany in manhood 
will be beyond that of all other nations. 
She spent huge numbers against France 
in the first campaign and before Verdun; 
her losses in her Russian campaigns 
were very great particularly in the first 
years. At the Somme she suffered main- 
ly at British hands, while the French 
loss was relatively small. Today her 
great losses are being made to the Brit- 
ish, who are, in turn, bearing the heav- 
fest burden. Tomorrow Germany may 
expect to lose to the American troops 
that are to come. 

When the war is over the percentage 
of men killed and disabled in Germany 
will vastly exceed that of any of her 
foes. But since the lines that she holds 
ere relatively short, she is still able to 
man them. She had more than 8,000,000 
to start with. Her own lists show a 
loss of more than 4,000,000, which means 
a permanent loss of above 2,000,000. 

Such figures as I can get suggest that 
her loss has been much greater, perhaps 
her permanent loss has been 3,000,000. 
But 5,000,000 are all that are needed to 
hold her lines and give her such re- 
serves as she yet meeds, however great- 
ly she may be outnumbered. 

The military and political masters of 
Germany have decided that even the 
great human secrifice, disproportionate 
to that of all other nations fighting, 
sha be borne by Germany rather than 
that they shall have to concede defeat 
or give up stolen territory. So far they 
have been ible to persuade their people 
to stand by them; they have been able 
t6 do this because of the submarine and 
the Russian revolution. 

Cannot Convineé Germany. 

We believe -Germany--is beaten, but 
we have no means of convincing the 
German people. They believe that the 
allies must give over the battle before 
numbers win ‘t for them. Even though | 
we refuse to accept their logic, we must 
recognize that they accept it, an@ that 
their determination to continue rests 
upon just as firm grounag, so far as 
their minds are concerned, as does our 
determination for us. 

In sum, the present indications all 
point to a campaign of 1918. Despite 
German shortage of food, it now seems 
likely that Germany will weather the 
crises of June and July and survive un- 
til the new crop begins to come in. This 
means that there will be no surrender 
due to famine this year. 

On the military side there is no pres- 
ent promise of a German collapse be- 
fore snew flies. despite the steady prog- 
ress of British armies and the unmis- 
takable superiority of the British over 
the Germans in material «nd men. Fur- 
ther Gérman retreats are assured, brt 
‘here is ro present indication that these 
retreats will bring the ailies much. be- 
yond the Belgian frontier or within 
striking distance of Aix-la-Chapelle 
and tho lower Rhine. 

A complete Russian collapse would, if 
followed by a separate peace, make it 
inevitable that the United States should 
send vast armies to Europe and the 
French and BPritish armies would have 
to play the role of the French ariv 
from the Marne to the Somme; thev 
would have to hold up Austro-German 
numters until the new ally Was organ- 
ized and on the field. A Russian at- 
tack, on the other hand, unlikely as it 
now seens, might end the war tlie 
vear. So might an Anglo-American 
demonstration of success in feeding 
Britain and disposing of the submarine. 
But, layinw aside all those elements 
which represent the chances and look- 
ing at the situation purely from the 
military point of view, it seems to me 
that Germany has the men, the guns 
and, 80 far as it ‘s now safe to calcu: 
late, the wiil to carry on for the present 
year and to begin the campaign of 1915 
It is for this campaign that the Brit- 
ish were preparing when 1 was in Lor- 
don. It ‘s for this campaign that the 
United States must prepare; for «he 
Russian situation remains so confused 
that for many months it may be at 
least possible that there will be.a Rus- 
sian defection, and therefore a break 
in» the allied line, that tan be filled for 
offensive operations only by Americun 
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takes deepest concern in conditions of 
the British empire bearing upon the con- 
duct and the outcome%of this fearful 
conflict. Victory r the British em- 
pire is victory for America. Defeat 
for the empire is defeat for America. 
The two nations stand or fall together, 
with consequences for weal or woe to 
both that stagger the mind in the effort 
to grasp the hugeness of/ possibilities 
of the one hypothesis or the other. 
America, for her own sake, for the 
sake of the British empire, asks that 
home rule be given -vithout further 
delay to Ireland. No one knowing the 
mind of America can mistake in this re- 
its wish and voice; no one the 
serious preoccupation in which it holds 
itself lest the refusal of home rule to 
Ireland be further continued. The need 
of the hour to the Brititsh empire for 
its strength in the vigorous prosecution 
of the war is internal peace and the 
unity of all its forces’ into oneness of 
life and effort. 

As.things are, a valuable part of the 
empire is aloof from the great struggle. 
The men of Ireland are needed to lend 
aid and comfort to its army and navy. 
The men of Ireland should be so treated 
that they will @pring forward as one 
man in hastening alacrity to the battie- 
fields, over which hover such terrifying 
possibilities.

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Home rule should be granted to an 
undivided Ireland. Only in that way, 
only by a great and magnanimous set- 
tlement, will the imagination of Irish- 
men in the United States and all over 
the world be touched, and the great 
outstanding cause of friction between 
this country and England be permanent- 
ly removed. 

If it be the fact, as has been repori.- 
ed, that enlistrrent in Canada practical- 
ly came to a standstill because of the 
history of the last year in Ireland: ane 
ff it be the fact, as has been stated, 
that conscription in Australia was de- 
feated largely because of resentment 
on the part of the Irish there at the 
treatmenc of Irishmen in Ireland during 
the last year, it would seem that En- 
gland has already paid too @Bsatly u 
price for failure to carry out her pledges 
to lreland. The day of generalities has 
passed. The day of. quibbling has 
passed. It is in the interest of 
Kngland, as weil as of Ireland and of 
the whole allied cause, that this ques- 
tion be satisfactorily settled. 

Situation Badly Handled. 

As a friend and supporter of the 
allied cause in this war, I repeat only 
what English statesmen and English 
publicists have time after time said, 
that successive English Governments 
have woefully mishandled the Irish 
situation. The Irish question can no 
icnger be regarded as a domestic one. 
It is an international question, affect- 
ing not merely the minds of Irishmen, 
but of democracies, especially the 
British colonial democracies, all over 
the world. It is not a political feud. 
i; is an outstanding historial wrong. 

At the outbreak of the war Ireland 
gave, and throughout the war Ireland 
has given, unmistakable proof of 
meeting England more than half way. 
When the war broke out England ap- 
peaied to tIreiand and Ireland _re- 
sponded generously to the appeal. The 
two nations went to war together. 
But unfortunately for England, as 
well as for Ireland, Ireland’s efforts 
have not yet secured that measure of 
generous response by England which 
world events ghould have inspired. 

The American people are not mis- 
led by the statement that Ulseter must 
not be coerced. The claim that to 
bring Ulster under a home frula 
Farliament with adequate constitu- 
tional guarantees, would be “an out- 
rage on the principles of liberty and 
self-government,’ is not received 
with sympathy in this country. Home 
rule to a @Givided Ireland would not 
meet the situation. Not fer three or 
four counties in the north of Ireland 
sl.ould the rest of Ireland be con- 
tinued as an armed camp..and the 
good opinion of the world turned 
eway from England. 

Cannot Satisfy Everybody. 

I believe that home rule in a gen- 
erous measure for all Ireland would 
satisfy Irishmen generally in lreland 
as well as in this country. No politi- 
cal settlement ever satisfied every 
cne. A country should be judged not 
by the claims of a comparatively few 
extremists or irreconcilables, but by 
the pledges of its responsible repre- 
sentatives. I! believe that the great 
majority of [rish-Americans and, of 
Americans of Irish descent have no 
interest in the talk about an inde- 
pendent Irish republic and believe, as 
) believe; that Ireland’s best interests 
lie in her remaining a part, and [ may 
add, always a very prominent part, 
of the British empire.

the French mission meatiess days 
have been organized. -The Paris milk 
supply is dangerously short. In the 
fashionable and well-to-do districts 
it is possible to get a quart of milk 
delivered regularly every morning. 
But after that morning quart not a 
single additional thimbleful is pur- 
chasgable, and in the poorer quarters 
even the morning delivery frequently 
fails. 

The price of meat is soaring. Steak 
costs from 3 to 4 franes a pound and 
other varieties of beef are corre- 


-spondingly high. The most diminutive 


chicken costs 8 to 10 francs. Eggs 
are 4 frances a dozen, or 37 centimes 
(7 cents) apiece, and they are among 
the cheaper products, having been 
less than 8 cents apiece before the 
war. Fish is tecoming a rarity, ow- 
ing to the falling off in the number of 
fishermen since the submarines began 
operations. Only stale bread of mixed 
wheat and rye flour is available un- 
der the present regulations, and pas- 
try will probably soon ‘be aitogether 
Suppressed. Vegetables are reason- 
ably cheap. ‘ 


Business Fairly Good at Hotels. 


In the hotels, particularly the fash- 
lonable ones, business is fairly good. 
The smailer type, which have been 
advertising before-the-war rates, is 
having difficulty in holding its prices 
down against the rising tide of food 
costs. The restaurants have more 
than doubled the price of most dishes, 
but in reality meals are costing from 
200 to 300 per cent more, because 
every time the price goes up the size 
of the portion is eut down. A magni- 
fying glass is a useful adjunct in 
the eating places that in Paris cor- 
respond to the Childs restaurants in 
America. 


Agitation Against Alcoholics. — 


While there is nothing resembling 
our brahd of prohibition in France, 
the agitation against the use of al- 
coholic stimulants is daily increasing 
in strength. Native wines, including 
champagne, are rated by the French 
authorities as “boissons hygieniqués,”’ 
or healthful drinks, and enly whisky, 
brandy and other Strong liquors come 
under the ban. , 

The importation of these intoxi- 
cants is forbidden, and in conée- 
quence the regerve stock of cocktail 
materiale in the Paris bars is at- 
taining a low visibility distressing to 
American patrons of these resorts.

erable sums, incidentallq, have been 
amassed by amateur rat catchers at 
the front. One soldier is said to have 
killed 5000 rodents within a few months, 
assisted only by a fox terrier. He, 
therefore, received $0 from the Govern- 
ment, plus prizes awarded by officers 
in his division, brigade and regiment. 


Religious Feuds Still Raging. 


There is still keen-edged hostility be- 
tween adherents of the Roman Catholic 
church and the so-called republicans, 
who represent, generally speaking,. the 
more advanced stages of political 
thought. It is charged freely that hign 
officers of reactionary opinions have 
permitted proselyting for the church to 
assume unwarranted proportions amony 
the wounded, and, in consequerice, the 
Ministery of War has prohibited under 
severe penalties any attempt to influ- 
ence the religious faith of a patient in 
military hospital. The phrase “You'll 
never find a priest or a millionaire in 
the front trenches,’’ coined by a So- 
cialist paper, has aroused acrimonious 
discussion everywhere in France. 


Train Service Is Deteriorating. 

Train accommodations for civilians 
are becoming extremely limited. Not 
only is all available rolling stock §in 
demand for military purposes, but the 
deterioration of the rails and roadbed, 
impossible to repair adequately owing 
to labor shortage and intensive use, 
makes it necessary to run as few trains 
as possible. From Paris to the Riviera 
and vice versa, for instance, there is 
Only one express daily. and that takes 
30 hours instead of the i4 required for 
the trip in bygone days. Berths in tha 
Single sleeping car are engaged literally 
months in advance, and even to obtain 
seats, without the coupons’ for which 
one may get aboard the train, my wife 
and I were obliged to remain at Monte 
Cario a week longer than we had in- 
tended. 


Should Genera] Be Optimistic ? 


French public opinion is divided as to 
whether it is better for a General to be 
a pessimist or an optimist. I've heard 
numerous ‘warm arguments on the sub- 
ject, even among Cabinet Ministers. The 
most pessimistic of French military 
leaders was the late Gen. Gallieni, who. 
to quote Minister of Munitions Albert 
Thomas, sa Ww everything through 
smoked glasses. Marshal Joffre is re- 
garded as a prounounced optimist, and 
Gen. Nivelle also is inclined toward a* 
hopeful viewpoint, which the ‘‘poilus’’ 
think will make him a good teammate 
for Gen. Petain, whose thoughts have a 
more pessiinistic trend. 


Thomas an Imposing Figure. 

M. Albert Thomas is an imposing fizg- 
ure of a somewhat monkish appearance. 
The day after the Briand ministry gave 
way to that headed by M. Ribot, I met 
the deposed Premier in the lobby of the 
Chamber of Deputies, to which he was 
returning as a private member. At the 
Same moment M. Thomas, who retained 
his post in the new Cabinet, chanced to 
pass, his bushy beard flying about with 
the speed of his march. 1 asked M. 
Briand how the Ribot Government was 
going to get along without him “All 
is well.’ he replied, pointing to M. 
Thomas, ‘‘I am leaving them my Ras- 
putin.” 


Some Feared Our ‘Coming In.”’ 


While there can be no vestige of a 
doubt that the great body of Frencn 
public opinion hailed joyously our entry 
into the war, some of the ‘‘little people’ 
as the lower ranks of the bourgeoise 
are called, were a bit fearful about the 
effects of American intervention. It 
was difficult for the practical-minded 
sm@ll shopkeepers to conceive of the 
United States abstaining from reaping 
material benefits out of the struggle. 
“Your country will want to get some- 
thing from the boches, and that will 
make the nightmare last another three 
years,’ the pessimistic lady who sup- 
plies us with milk informed my wife. 

American knowledge about France may 
be pretty incomplete, but that of even 
the French intellectuals about this 
country is astonishingly small. With a 
few exceptions, among them L'’Human- 
ite, the Socialist organ, the Paris press 
largely inspired by Whitney Warren, 
the architect, loudly proclaimed its sat- 
isfaction that Col. Roosevelt would be 
th Republican nominee last summer and 
would defeat President Wilson at the 
polls. It was obliged to about face in 
an abrupt manner that amused L’Hu- 
manite and sent Mr. Warren's stock in 
Paris down a few points. 


Cafes Employ Crippled Soldiers. 
Almost all the big restaurants in the 


French capital employ mutilated sol- 
diers decorated with the military medal 
and war cross as taxi starters, waiters 
of ‘‘chausseurs.’” It is distressing to 
their old comrades,-returning on leave 
from the front, to see these heroes pe- 
forming menial services. I went out 
to dine one night with an officer friend. 
“Let's go to some little restaurant where 
they have waitresses,’’ he said. ‘Being 
waited on by a military medal man 
is too much for me. [ feel more like

France’s Two Liveliest Cities. 

Tine liveliest and most expensive cities 
in France today are Rouen and Amiens 
Boin are chockful of British officers 
seeking a few hours’ relaxation from 
the firing line and anxious to spend 
money. Roucn is practically an English 
community; the famous statue of Joan 
of Are there hears the language of her 
lifelong enemies more than that of 
her own race. Practically the only wine 
obtainable in Rouen is champagne, at 
$8 to $10 a bottle, and in the vaudeville 
house principally patronized by the Bnit- 
ish the cheapest ts $4. 

Amiens leaped into prosperity through 
the battle of the Somme. Its hotels are 
crammed with khaki-clad officers. and 
in all of them the bathrooms work % 
hours a day. each applicant being al- 
lowed only 10 consecutive minutes for 
bathing away trench mud.  iIt is esti- 
mated that the leading hosteiry’s 10 tubs 
supply over 1000 baths a day. Bars and 
grillrooms, with names like Savoy and 
Picadilly, have sprung up mushroom 
like, and tables at them are engaged 
weeks in advance. The gayety comes to 
an abrupt end at 9:30 p. m., when all 
lights must be extinguished—uniless it 
is interrupted before that by enemy 
aircraft, whose bombs are as common 
a noise in Amiens as flat wheel street 
cars are in St. Louis. 

The attitude of French soidiers to- 
ward recreation differs radically from 
that of their British comrades. No 
matter how frivolous he may have 
been in peace time, the fighting French- 
man enjoys his vacation sedately. If 


Coneié. Uhe is married, he goes home and stays 


there for the whole of the eight days’ 
leave allotted him. The Briton. on the 
other hand, wants to celebrate as soon 
as he gets 4 few days off, and if 
there isn’t time to go to London he does 
it in Rouen or Amiens or Paris Fre- 
quently one hears a ‘poilu’’ say, “‘I 
won't do this or that till the war is 
over,’ referring to dancing or winning 
or some other bright light pastime. The 
Englishman is more apt to remark 
that he'll settle down to domestix pur- 
suits only when peace comes.

DRAFT OF SCHENE 
TO ENFORCE PEACE 


British Plan Prepared Two 
Years Ago Antedates That of 
American League. 


OUTLINE OF PROPOSAL 


Union of Nations Would ‘Be 
Formed in the Common In- 
terest of All. 


LONDON, April 15.—The British plan 
for a League to Enforce Peace, as 
drawn up by @ committee headed by 
Viscount Bryce, former American Am- 
bassador, was made public recently al- 
though it was prepared two years ago, 
thus antedating the plan of the Ameri- 
can League. It goes further than the 
American plan in providing means to 
enforce decisions upon aggressive and 
recalcitrant nations. 

In a prefactory note to the outline of 
the British scheme, Lord Bryce Says: 

“The frightful catastrophe of the prea- 
ent war, involving more than haif the 
human race, and bringing grave evils 
on neutral nations also, has driven 
thoughtful men to reflect on the pos- 
sibility of finding means by which the 
risk of future wars may be dispelled or 
at least largely reduced, The only ef- 
fective and permanent remedy would 
be to convince the several peoples of 
the world that they have far more to 
lose than to gain from strife, and to 
replace by a sentiment of mutual! inter- 
national good will the violent national 
antagonisms that now exist. But this, 
wé may well fear, would be a slow 
process. 

“Meantime that which may be done, 
and which it seems possible to do at 
once, is to previde machinery by an 
through which the volume: of interna- 
tional! public opinion which favors peace 
may be enabled to express itself, and 
bring its power to bear upon any na- 
tion in which there may from time to 
time exist a spirit of aggression or a 
readiness to embark on war in pursuit 
of selfish interests or at the bidding 
of netional pride. 

Machinery. 
“The nature of the machinery required 
is indicated by some facts which this 
war has brought out in strong relief. 
These are: 
“First, the increased risks to peace 
that arise from the increased speed 
between 
Governments meditating war are ex- 
changed, and with which momentous 
decisions are taken. 
‘Second, the difficulty neutral nations | 
find tn ascertaining the merits of a dis- 
pute which has led to war, and thus in 
judging between the disputants and 
throwing to one or other side the weight 
of their opinion. 
“Third, the gigantic scale on which 
war is now waged, compelling Govern- 
ments, in order to secure themselves 
from sudden onslaughts, to maintain 
naval and military armaments incoin- 
parably larger than ever before, and 
thereby laying intolerable burdens on 
the peoples. 
“The machinery needed to meet these 
conditions would seem to be: 
“First, the prescribing of a certain 
period of time within which steps could 
be taken to settle a dispute amicably

“For the settlement of such disputes a 
4 Judicial tribunal is not the best authori- 
ty. It is proposed, therefore, to institute 
for this purpose a new international] 
body, which is called the Council! of Con- 
ciliation. 

“The members of the council would be 
appointed by the signatory states for a 
fixed term of years, the council being 
thus always complete and in being. As 
the council has no executive power, and 
its function is merely to investigate, re- 
port and maké reeommendations, it is 
neither necesaarv nor desirable that fis 
members should act under instructions 
from their Governments. 

Council Would Mediate. 

“The council would mediate between 
the disputants and endeavor to arrange a 
settlement which should not be a mere 
compromise, but should rest upon intelli- 
gible and accepted principles, and have 
in it some guarantee of permanence. 

“The reports and recommendation. 
would then form the subject of debates 
in the National Legislative Assemblies 
and of discussion at public meetings and 
in°the pres® And sufficient time being 
allowed for this ‘stx months,’ it is not 
unreasonable to hope that the best pub- 
lie opinion of all countries would sup- 
port the Council in pressing for an amic- 
able solution on the lines suggested, 
and that the disputants would yield to 
that pressure. 

“Should this hope not be fulfilled, the, 
it must be clearly understood that no 
power would be under treaty obliga. 
tion either to accept the recommenda- 
tions of the Council or to put pressure 
upon a power, refusing to accept them. 
The states would retain on these points 
all their liberty of action. All that the 
treaty would prescribe is that if such 
a situation arises the powers should 
meet in conference to consider whether 
or not it is practicable or desirable for

WANTS ARISTOCRACY 
70 SURRENDER LAND 


English to Follow Example 
of Russian Grand Dukes. 


LONDON, May %6.—Ths Countess of 


Warwick, owner of 23,000 acres, has is- 
sued a stirring appeal to the landed 
aristocracy of Great Britain to follow 
the example of the Russian Grand Dukes 
anu turn over all their feudal properties 
to the state. 


‘We must go,”’ she says. “The aris- 


tocracy of England, its position of 
hereditary landowners, must £0. 

‘The country rings with suggestions 
for the betterment of the conditions 
ur.der which land is cultivated, but as 
I see things, the suggestions are in no 
instance drastic enough. 

“The only cure for the present evils 
seems to me to be state ownership, the 
abolition of all private property in the 
@arti Luat was given to all of us in com- 
mon. 


in 


Two Land Owner Classes. 

“There are two classes of large land- 
owners in England, the aristocracy and 
the plutocracy. 

“As a class, the aristocracy have been 
good landlords within limits, but the lim- 
its are very marked, because they have 
always been a narrow-minded body. The 
average chatelaine who plays the part of 
Lady Bountiful is to me an abomination, 
because her philanthropy is sc closely 
associated with dogmatic religion, per- 
sonal pride and party politics. 

“t¥ have known estates where the ten- 
ants are expected to belong to the 
Church of England, and noncomformists 
are barred or persecuted. Radicalism ts 
likewise suspect. Farmers, laborers, and 
small village tradesmen have been 
ruined or exiled from the place of their 
birth because their opinions are con- 
trary to those of their landlord. Men 
and women on such estates must rule 
their lives to order, think as they are told 
to think. If our aristocracy possessed 
the overwhelming wisdom necessary to 
their role as supreme dictators, all would 
be well, but I cannot reckon in their 
ranks more than six whose claims would 
bear momentary consideration. 


Sacrifice Is Required. 

“As for the plutocrats, the men who 
have bought lands and ‘titles in the 
open market—and the one is nearly as 
readily purchased as the other—they 
have not the old feudal tradition of the 
aristocracy. They have been accus- 
tomed to make business ventures pay; 
they demand six per cent on their out- 
lay and employ an agent who will see 
that they get it. The landlord of this 
class is a bad landlord. 

“For the betterment of social condi- 
tions in England a Supreme sacrifice is 
required. It is no more than justice 
that the men who have offered their 
lives in this war for Britain should have 
the freedom of Britain for their rew ard. 
It is no justice that calls men to fight 
for the land and leaves it in the hands 
of a fraction of those who fought. To 
me it is impossible that in the future 
‘His Grace’ or ‘My Lord’ should own 
Square miles of the mother earth for 
which Tom died and Dick was sore 
wounded and Harry fought unscgthed. 

“The country has great needs. If it 
is to remain solvent the united work of 
one and all is necessary. The old feu- 
dal landlord will be an anachronism, 
the new money-spun landlord an abom- 
ination. Only the state can own the 
land in trust for those who can make it 
productive. We who are in the high 
places in England should retire from 
them in the real halo of renunciation, 
and our act of sacrifice would be a bet- 
ter memorial than the best of us could 
have hoped to gain.”’

Oftentimes new drivers of motor cars 
oe disappointed in the mileage they ob- 
‘tain from their tires and are at a loss 
to understand why a tire should wear 
in a few hundred miles. In explaining 
this point, an official of the Fisk Rub- 
ber Co. at Chicopee Falls., Mass., recent- 
ly gave both the cause and the cure. 

‘“‘Unusually rapid wear of a tire,’’ he 
said, “‘is more often due to improper 
alignment of the front wheels than to 
any other cause. A great many motor- 
ists overlook this feature and disap- 
pointment soon follows. 

“The forward wheels of a car should 
never be set so that they are exactly 
parallel to one another, nor to the direc- 
tion of the car. The tires should ‘tos 
in’ slightly, no more than three eighths 
inch, but just that slight setting awav 
from parallel means several hundred 
milés in the life of a tire. This align- 
ment is adjustable, being taken up in 
the steering knuckle.”’

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SWEDES FEAR 
WiLL PUT EMBARG 
ON FOOD EXPORTS 


Foreign Minister Positive in As- 
surance That Germany Is 
Getting Only a Little Meat.

COPENHAGEN, May 3, via London, 
May 5.—Stockholm, while preponder- 
atingly pro-German, sees no prospect 
of peace. The international Social- 
ist conference holding spasmodic sit- 
tirgs there, is not taken over seri- 
ously in responsible Swedish circles, 
although the Socialists now in Stock- 
holm include such notables as the 
l’anish Minister Stauning and Grimm, 
chairman of the International Bu- 

réau in Switzerland. 

The Swedish leader, Branting, ex- 
pressed himself optimistically to me 
regarding the foundation work. for 


Swedish capital, but I encountered 
aimost everywhere a skeptical feel- 
ing regarding the utility of the So- 
ciulist conferente,. particularly owing 
its lack.of completely representa- 
character. The Svcialists in 
urging peace range from 
well-meaning pacifists, humanitar- 
ians and- theorists to cranks and 
fenatics, and the ‘impression is that 
no serious work can be accomplished 
along the present lines. The inter- 
rational professional SocialistS are 
lesing themselves in such futile dis- 
cussions as, for example, whether the 
release of Karl °Lieb- 
knecht for military imprisonment 
should not be demanded a pre- 
liminary to the peace conference. 
Worthy of more serious considera- 
tion is the statement made by Brant- 
ing, that with their no-anrféxation 
resolution the Russia" Socialisis 
have by no means committed them- 
selves to a status quod ante, nor 
against any annexationixst changes of 
the map. The Russians, #ccording to 
Branting, have merely zone on record 
as opposed any and all annexa- 
tions against the will of the people. 


German Socialists Hupeful. 
The German Socialists of all brands 


are setting great peace hopes on the 
Stockholm conference and the principal 
Socialist leaders, according to Berlin 
report, will flock thither, including 
Scheidemann, who, as chairman of the 
Reichstag Constitutional Committee, is 
now clothed with unique importance; 
Ebert and Herman Mueller, who will 
represent the Social Democratic party. 
Reichstag members David N@eske and 
Gradnair, representing the majority So- 
cialist faction in the Reichstag: Haase, 
Ledebour and Bernstein, representing 
the radical Socialist faction, and legion 
and Bauer, representing the German 
labor unions. This coterie should over- 
look no occasion to push the peace prop- 
aganda in Steckholm, particularly by

But now the number of 
those who still think Germany will 
win is limiting every day as a result 
of America’s entry.” 

Branting is in thorough harmony 
with the non-Socialistic Swedes in 
hoping for the continuance of good 
relations between tha United States 
and Sweden, undisturbed by any 
American embargo on food exports to 
Sweden. To my suggestion that the 
steps toward an American emntbargo, 
which are as a nightmare to Sweden, 
might be necessitated by Sweden's 
war commerce with Germany, Brant- 
ing said, emphatically: “There is no 
exportation Of any i«nportance to 
Germany, and none at all of bread- 


stuffs and cereals. There is a small 
exportation of meat to Germany. a 
reflex of lack of food for our cattle. 
This has resulted in considerable 
slaughtering. We try to keep as 
much meat as possible for Swedish 
consumption, but we are not able to 
store or conserve all, so that a little

Despite the Foreign Minister's pre- 
judice against publicity, in view. of 
Sweden's delicate economic position 
between two warring groups of 
powers, which is greatly aggravaterl 
by America’s entry tnto war, I. 
gathered the following general sur- 
véy of the situation from His Ex- 
cellency which undoubtedly reflects 
the view held in high official circles: 


Sweden’s Food Possibility. — 
The possibility, if fully realized, 


that a continuance of the war may 
culminate in"a world famine. Sweden, 
although short of foodstuffs, can just 
manage to hold through until the 
next harvest under the present bread 
ration, which is enforced by the eard 
system, the bread ration, although 


ihe 


small, being adequate. 

In economic negotiations with 
America, Sweden is co-operating 
closely with Denmark and Norway, in 
addition to meeting the Foreign Min- 
isters of the Scandinavian States, 
who realize they are all in the same 
econgmic world-war boat; “They will 
hold another conference at Stockholm 
next week. 

The @wedish Economic Commission, 
under the leadership of .the former 
Minister Washington Lagerkranz, 
will, it is hoped, be able to reassure 
America that American breadstuffs 
and other exported commodities 
which may in the future be permit- 
ted to reach Sweden will not be re- 
exported, so that there will be no 
danger of benefiting Germany. 
Sweden ygwants not only American 
breadstuffs, but needs, and will con- 
tinue to need, increasingly, Americaht 
food and cotton. 

In addition to assurances that Ger- 
many will not be ai beneficiary, 
Sweden is in a position to barter ad- 
vantageously by reasongof its com- 
mand of the rail transit to Russta, 
which is assuming vital importance, 
as the unlimited submarine war is 
becoming more effective. Doubtless, 
in view of Sweden's growing appe- 
tite for American commodities, Min- 
ister Morris would be able to exact 
concessions on exports from the pres- 
ent Swedish Government for transit 
shipments of American goods by the 
safe rail route to Russia. 

Besides the control of the transit traf- 
fic to Russia, Sweden holds certain 
other notably its exportable 
wood pulp; ores and finished steel, all of 
which possess the utmost desirability 
for England.

“and it had just come good, clear day- 
light. The sea was calm, with just a 
fair swell running, and the lookouts 
had been cautioned to keep a sharp 
watch for the submarines, as. that 
hour tn the morning is a favorite time 
for the under-water boats to get in 
their work.

He had been through the sub- | 
marine zone many times since the be- 
ginning of the war, and when he saw 
an oily smear on the surface about an 
eighth of a mile from the steamer he 
knew what it meant. 

‘‘We had gone a short distance when 
the U-boat came to the surface. And 
when she did we were ready for her. 
The word had been sent to the gun crew 
as quickly as possible and the quick- 
firer we had mounted on the after deck 
was ready and trained astern, a point or 
two off the starboard quarter. The U- 
boat couldn’t have placed herself any 
better for us if she tried, for the gun- 
ner got a perfect bead on her the in- 
Stant she broke water. He fired before 
the submarine fairly settled on the sur- 
face and the shell seemed to strike her 
fair on the nose. 

“The shot must have struck a torpedo 
ready to be launched, I guess,‘for it 
could never have stirred up the ruction 
that followed the shot. A huge column 
of water shot into the air from the spot 
where the U-boat lay and when it had 
settled there was nothing to be seen of 
the German. It was all over so quickly 
and so easily that it didn’t seem possi- 
ble, and if ever there was a joyful 
bunch it was aboard our ship the rest 
of the way across. I guess the com- 
mander ‘of that U-boat must have been 
new to the game, or else he thought we 
were an casy mark, which we certainly 
would have been if the lookout hadn't 
‘Bpotted that smear of oil on the sea and 
warned the gun crew to be ready. 

“I was raised a landlubber,” gaid Gil- 
bert in speaking of his future intentions, 
“but I’ve seen enough of*the sea in the 
last two years and a half so that I like 
it and think I will stick to it. I’m going 
to enlist In our own navy as soon as I 
get to Boston and I hope to see some 
real action before the war is over. I

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“SISTERS OF LIBERTY” 


By Edwin H. Blashfield 


ER are allegorically represented America, France and 
Russia, the three greatest Democratic nations of the world, 
all of whom have shed their blood for freedgm. Here are 
the three sisters of equality, liberty and fraternity, Amier- 

ica in her liberty cap and laurel wreath, France in a helmet, sur- 
mounted by the Gallic cock and Russia in a pearl tiara, fashioned 
after the national headdress of the Slav. 

The painting was completed a few weeks ago by Mr. Blash- 
field, a well-known painter of portraits and a member of the Na- 
tional Academy. It was designed for exhibition and sale by the 
American Artists’ Committee of One Hundred for the benefit of 
the Fraternite of Artists, an organization, whose special care is 
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to look after the comfort of painters, sculptors, etc., of the 
allied countries who have suffered because of the war. The work 
has been on exhibition at the galleries of the American Art As- 
sociation in New York. This photograph of the painting was made 
by Peter A. Juley. 

“. The faces in the picture depict not a peaceful, somnolent lib- 
erty, but a wideawake, belligerent spirit of freedom. - Démocracy 
is in arms against autocracy. One of-the two must fall. Feud- 
alism: with its back to the iron ring is making its last desperate 
fight in behalf of the oligarch. .There will soon- be more sisters 
in the growing family ‘of liberty .and their faces will be 
smiling. 
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While some remained at home per- 
forming valuable service in furn- 
ishing supplies for men in the 
field, others sacrificed themselves 
in hospitals and behind the firing 
line, ministering to the. wounded 
and sick, and still others donned 
the regulation uniform, carried the 
colors, went on raids, took part in 
skirmishes and fought beside men 
in the bloodiest battles of ihe c ivil 
War 4, 7 $3 = . 


HERE never was a war of any consequence im 
which women of the nations involved fatied 
to distinguish themselves for /valorous service 
in the hoSpitals, homes and on the fieté of ao 

tion. 
deeds of courage and patriotism on the part of women 
of the North and of the South, who vied with each other 
in acts of personal bravery in the ranks, fighting de- 
side their men, and in relief work. 

Volumeg have been written in praise of women's sac 
rifices in that war, and the following tnstances of per 
sonal heroism and gallant service by women were Yaken 
at random from thé voluminous works recounting the 
history of the struggte to preserve the Union. 


HE annals of our great wat for the Union 
recount no greater sacrifice on the part 
of woman than was made by Kady Brown- 
ell, young wife of Robert S. Brownell, an 
orderly in the First Rhode Island Infan- 
try. When the regiment went into camp 

e in Maryland, early in the summer of 1861, 

this daughter of the regiment was resolved not to de a 
mere water carfier or an ornament. If setting about to 
master the arts and acomplishments of a soldier, she 
accompanied squads to the rifle range, became an expert 
markemah and also became efficient in bandling the 
Sergeant’s short sword. When the regiment moved she 
sought no indulgences on daccouwnt of her sex, but 
marehed in line beside her husband, carrying her sword 
and the flag. 

In the middie of July the Union army began its march 
southward from the Potomac for Richmond. Kady 
marched with the «cémpany and carried her flag. On 
the day of the general action she was separated from 
her busband, the carbimeers with whom she was cen- 
nected being deployed as ekirmishers in the strip of 
pine woods on the left of the line. 

About 1 o’elock on that eventful day the company was 
brought wnder fire. 

Kady did not carry the carbine that day, but acted 
as color bearer. The men, according to skirmish tac- 
tics, were taken ont by fours, and advanced upon the 
entmy.” She remained in the line, guarding the colors, 
and thus giving a.definite point pm which the men could 
rally, as the skirmish deepened into a general engage- 
ment. She stood, unmoved and dauritiess, under the 
withering heat and amid the roar of muskets. 

About 4 o’clock, fat away on the right, where the 
fighting was hardest, the Union lime was broken. and 
the resolute army, worn and bleeding, was pet to recut. 

Confusion ran through the line, from right to left, 
and the sharpshooters of the First Rhode Island; seeing 
the battle lost, made the best retreat they could in the 
direction of Centreville. So rapidly spread the panic 
that they did not rally upon their colors and retreat in 
order. 

Kady stood her ground, however, and remained inf 
position until the advaneing batteries of the enemy 
opened fire within a few hwrédred yards of where she 
stood and began pouring shells into the retreating mass. 
Just then a soldter ranning past seized her hand and 
cried: ‘Come, Sis; tNere’s no use to stay here and be 
killed.’’ 

They ran down a slope towards a thicket, but had 
hardly taken 20 steps before the soldier was killed by 
a cannon ball. She kept on to the woods, where she 
found some of the company, and before long chanced 
upon an ambulance, into which she jumped. But the 
projectiles were flying through the cover, and she left 
the wagon for an old gray horse by the road, which she 
mounted and galloped into Centreville. Told that her 
husband ‘had been killed, she turned about and started 
to dash’ back through the advancing enemy lines to re- 
cover his body, but was stopped by Col. Burnside, who 
assured her her husband was safe. | 

The First Rhode Island was a three months’ regiment, 
and its time expired Aug. 1. She returned with it to 
Providence and received a regular discharge, but re- 
enlisted with her husband in the Fifth Rhode Island 
Regiment, which became part of the Burnside expedi- 
tion which Was to attack Richmond from the south. 

In January Roanoke Island was taken, and the first 
blow struck at-rebel power. Kady was now regimental 
nurse, but marched with the men, on one occasion a 
distance of 14 miles through the mud of Neufe River 
bottom, and early the next morning attired herself in 
uniform and asked to be allowed to carry the colors at 
the head of a storming party. She was permitted to 
do this while the regiments were manetvering for po- 
sition, preparatery to the charge, and here, by a cour- 
ageous act, she performed a service which saved the 
lives of perhaps a score of men, who were on the point 
of being sacrificed by one of those blunders, common 
enough when so large a proportion of the officers of 
any force are fresh from civilian life, whose coolres# 
is not always equal to their courage. 

As the regiments were taking positions, the Fifth 
Rhode Island Was seen advancing from a belt of wood, 
from ah unexpected direction. They were mistaken 
for a force of rebels, and preparations were instantly 
made to open fire on it with both musketry and artil- 
lervy, Seeing the danger, Kady dashed into the open

space ahead and waved the colors frantically antil it 
became apparent that the advancing forces were friends. 

Goon afterward the battle commenced in earnest and 
she again begged leave to carry ‘the colors again&t the 
enemy's position. Her request was refused and she went 
ta._the rear to care for the wounded. Though downcast 
at being out of the fighting, she ministered to wounded 
Yankee’ and rebel alike through all the bardships of 
the dark days that followed. This marked the end of 
her military career, for her husband wag badly wound- 
ed and was sent to New York. She accompanied him and 
nursed him back to health, but he was unfit for further 
military service, and the remmpinder of her days were 
spent as a devoted wife. 

“Kady was affectionately known to a large part of the 
Union army as ‘The Heroine of Newbern,” in recog- 
nition of her service tn her last Yattle. 


The Civil War prodaced béroes from all walks of life. 
Women of the highest refinement and social . position 
left Inxurious homes and worked untiringly besides sis- 
ters in less favored circumstances. One of the latter, 
Bridget Divers, whom Sheridan’s men knew as ‘Irish 
Biddy,” distinguished herself with heroic service for 
the Union. 

At the beginning of the war she went out with the 
First Michigan. Cavalry, and through the war continmed 
with that organization. She knew every man in the 
regiment and was loved by all, her care and kindness 
extending to the religious wants as well as health 
of the men of her regiment, as she was pleased to call 
it. In the absence of the chaplain Bridget would go to 
the Christian Commission for books and papers for the 
men, stating that she was acting chaplain and appear- 
ing to take deep interest in the religious well-being of 
her boys. . 

The hardthood of ‘Irish Biddy’ probably was not 
surpassed by any camp follower during the war. She 
sometimes went ott with men on picket duty, and re- 
mained all night on the watch ‘for company. At 
times, when si¢kness or hard service had thinned the 
ranks of the regiment, she would take the place of 
a soldier and go out on a scouting or raiding expedition, 
doing the full duty of a soldier. 

At other titmes the part she acted was more fearless

and sublime, taking then the place of an officer and 
acting commander rather than companion. One occa- 
sion of the latter class shows that ‘Irish Biddy’ pos- 
sessed the courage of a seasoned soldier. 

The brigade was in Virginia, near Dinwiddie Court- 
house, engaged in a series of skirmishes and actions 
with the enemy, the general object of which was to com- 
plete the investment of Richmond. One of the Cap- 
tains in the regiment to which she was attached had 
fallen. The regiment was repulsed at the end of the 
action, and the body of the fallen officer wae left in the 
liges of the enemy. Bridget was neatby and kiew that 
the body had been abandoned. 


She rode boldly in, undisturbed by the enemy, who 
either did not see her or left her whmotested ont of re- 
spect to her sex, and recovered the body of her Cap- 
taim, catrying it back 12 miles into her own lines be- 
fore she found the regiment and could give the body 
a Christian burial. 


During her ride back she came upon a small wagon 
train, which the poorly afmed teamsters were about to 
abandon to the advancing rebels. She rode among them 
and rallied them with “For God’s sake don’t run off and 
leave ths wagons before the febs are within a mile of 
ye.” 

The battle of Fair Oaks commenced with a vigorous 
charge of an overwhelming rebel force upon a single di- 
vision of McClejian’s army, which had already advaneed 

across the Chickahominy. As Casey's division, thus at- 
mend gave way, there was danger that panic micht 
spread and infect the troops bastening to the support. 
Among these was the Seventh Massachusetts, that, hav- 
ing advanced to within range of the rebel artillery, had 
just received the order, “Forward!” that would have 
plunged them into the heat Of the contest. They obeyed 
the command, but slowly, for the enemy's fire was rap- 
i@iy growing in intensity. 

Jost then ‘Irish Biddy” came along supporting her hus- 
band, who had a bullet in bis leg. Swinging his soldier's 
cap over her bead, she shouted: “Arrah! Go in, boys, 
and bate the bloody spalpeens, and revinge me husband, 
and God be wid ye!” 

The effect was instatitaneous and @ecisive. and the 
soldiers gave three cheers for ‘“Trieh Biddy.” Then the 
Seventh joined the Tenth Massachusetts and other troops 
and made a gallant and successful Charge on the enemy's 
center. 

Writing in “Woémen of the War.” 
Bridget Divers:

‘safety and all considerations of personal ease.” 


During all periods of the war women were found in 
the ranks fighting side by side with the men, their sex 
unsuspected” and the particular motive in each case 
often unknown. Some went to avoid separation from 
those dearer to them than ease, or life itself; others for 
pure love of romance or adventure, and still others for 
patriotic reasons or from mental hallucination that 
victory and deliverance would come only through sacri- 
fice of their lives. An instance of the latter cate is 
cited in the story. of a young woman from Brooklyn 
who was killed at the battle of Chickamauga. 

In the early part of 1863, when the national fortunes 
appeared darkest, this young woman, fresh from school 
and scarcely 19 years old, conceived the idea that 
Providence had destined her to marshal the Union's 
forces and inspiré them with enthusiasm for the cause. 

At first her parents treated this fancy as a harmless 
day dream, but the girl persisted, and was sent to Michi- 
gan in care of an aunt, to be cured of the hallucina- 
tion. The girl escaped from her aunt and, disguised 
as a boy, enlisted in a Michigan regiment dram corps. 
All efforts to trace her were unavailing, and after some 
weeks of search her parents, not knewime that she had 
enlisted, mourned her as dead by her own hand. 

The regiment to which the young woman was at- 
tached being ordered to reinforce Gen. Rosecrans, she 
went with it to Tennessee, ahd marehed under that ac- 
complished strategist in all the movements by which 
the Confederate Gen. Bragg was forced across the 
Cumberland Mountains and beyond the Tennessee Riv- 
er at the sacrifice of hardly a man in the Unton lines. 
Then followed ihe hard struggle for Chattanooga. 
Our heroine’s regiment was in Van Cleve’s divisten, and 
in the first sharp engagements she eacaped unburt. But

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Rouzier Dorcieres joined French aviation corps at 
beginning of the war to avenge a fancied 
insult- from a German flyer—How he ac- 


complished his aim and died 


RANCE’S—some say the world’s—champion 
duelist is dead. Dead, too, in a duel that 
was far different than any other clash of 
arms in which he or any other duelist had 
ever participated. For a coughing, spit- 
ting, flashing machine gun was the weapon 
used and it was the gushing stream of steel- 

nosed leaden pellet instead of the snake-tongued tip 
of a shining rapier that inflicted the mortal wounds. 

Rouzier Dorcieres was a composite of D’Artagnan and 
Cyrano de Bergerac in Paris before the gre&t war flamed 
over Europe in August, 1914. He was the victor in 
more than a score of duels and in a certain number 
of those encounters—well, many men in France disap- 
pear every year. 


Rouzier Dorcieres was not the most skilled swords- 


man in Europe, though no other man of his time had 


occasion to place his faith and hope of life in a slender 
steel blade as often as he did. But what little he lacked 
in the science of swordsmanship he more than made 
up in dash and daring and strength of arm and wrist, 
and that was the secret of his succession of vic- 
tories. 

It was said that no man ever incurred the displeas- 
ure of Rouzier Dorcieres and “got away with it.” It 
Was common talk on the terraces in front of the cafes 
along the grand boulevards that the number of alter- 
cations in which Rouzier Dorcieres had been embroiled 
coincided identically with the number of duels he had 
fought—and won. And so he was “cock of the walk’ 
in the set among which he moved; a man to be respected, 
a man to be conciliated, a man to be honored: 


It. was the night of Aug. 2, 1914, the day the general 
mobilization order had been pasted and stuck on every 
wall through the lengtn and breadth of France, calling 
on sons of the patria to rejoin their depots, don their 
uniforms and sally forth to repel the Hun invader. 


On that night, Rouzier Dorcieres and a few of his 
old cronies—old because all of the younger men who 
had consorted with him were mustered into the army— 
gathered at their table in their favorite cafe. 

“My friends,” said Dorcieres, as calmly as though he 
had been announcing that he was going to Deauville for 
a holiday at the seaside, “I bid you farewell. Tonight 
I am going to volunteer as a soldier of France.”’ 

“But you are too old, they will not take you, they want 
the young men, you are beyond the age limit of those 
who must go,’’ replied his friends. 

“T shall enlist tonight,” was Dorcieres’ sole rejoinder. 
Then he left them. 

More than a year later, Rouzier Dorcieres appeared 
again on the boulevards. Gone was his high-crowned, 
flapping-brimmed, black felt hat, his twining mustache, 
his long imperial, his flowing tie. Instead he wore a 
steel helmet, his mustache was trimmed to a “Charley 
Chaplin toothbrush” and a horizon blue tunic buttoned 
up to the throat, hiding the fact as to whether he wore 
any cravat. And on his collar and right arm was 
the winged insignia of the aviation service. 

Those of the “old crowd’’ who were left gathered him 
unto themselves and carted him off to one of the cafes 
where before the war he had been in daily attendance. 
They arranged a dinner for him, and the proprietor 
placed them in a private salon upstairs, that they they 
need not be forced to curtail their festivities at 10:30 
o’clock, then the closing hour. 

It was after dinner. Cigarettes, cigars, even pipes, 
among the “militaires,”’ were lighted, and the cognac 
and fine champagne was before each guest. Came a 
iull in the conversation, and all eyes turned toward 
Rouzier Dorcieres, silently asking the question that all 
had been pondering for more than a year. 

Slowly, as if in answer to this unput question, the 
airman rose to his feet. 

“You are wondering, my friends,’ he began, “why I, 
at the age of 39, voluntarily enlisted in the army at the 
beginning of the war, and why I chose to enter the 
aviation service, distinctly the place for a youth. You 
are wondering why I have never told you. Ecoute 
moi. 7 

“You have always believed that I have never suf- 
fered an affront in my life; that he who dared impugn 
me or mine, or who showed disrespect enough to Rouzier 
Dorcieres—even to jostle him in passing his table— 
would have to answer for that act on the field of honor. 

“It is true. More than a score of times such things 
have happened to me. More than a score of times I 
have appeared at the quiet places you know of at day- 
break. More than a score of times I have stripped to 
the waist and waited for the handkerchief of the ref- 
eree to drop to the ground, and more than a score of 
times it has been the blood of my adversary which has 
trickled across his bare skin, a silent, loving apology 
for the thing he had done. 

“But there was one time when I was insulted, grossly, 
and the man who did it escaped me. 

“Do you remember the winter, five years ago, that I 
passed in Switzerland. It was there, 
when I was stopping in Zurich, that the 
thing occurred. It was after dinner. I 
was sipping my chartreuse, gazing at the 
crowd, when the man sitting next to me 
nudged my shoulder. Without so much 
as an apology for intruding on me, he be- 
gan: ‘So you.are Rouzier Dorcieres,’ he 
said. ‘I recognize you. And they say 
yeu have never been touched in a duel. 

Well, I am sorry I have never had the 
good fortune to meet you in one.” Then 
he laughed a sneering laugh. 

“My blood boiled. ‘But you will have 
the chance to meet me, tomorrow morn- 
ing,’ I replied, glaring at him for his in- 
solence. And then as I surveyed his coun- 
tenance I saw the answer for his piggish- 
ness. He was a Prussian. 
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“‘No,’ he answered me, 
‘I will not be able to avail 
myself of the pleasure of 
measuring swords with 
you, as I leave for Ger- 
many on the midnight 
train. I am attached to 
the imperial aviation corps 
and must report at Johan- ° 
nisthal tomorrow.’ 


“I looked at my- watch. 
It was but a few minutes 
after 8 o’clock. I could not 
let the wretched creature 
escape after his affront. 
‘Then I will teach you 
your lesson tonight, there 
is four hours before your 
train leaves, and after I 
am through with you, you 
will care little about your 
petty business at Johan- 
nisthal,’ I told him. 

“His face darkened. I 
thought at the time he was 
a brave man, even though 
he was German. ‘Mon- 
sieur, he said, ‘I shall 
meet you here before 10 
o'clock with my seconds 
and the swords. We will 
settle this affair before I 
depart. Will you await 
me?’ 

“Would I await him? My 
heart leaped with joy at 
the prospect. I bowed 
with pleasure as he stalked 
from the restaurant to 
make his plans. And then 
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whom did I see sitting 
near me but our old friend, 
the Comte de B., as fine 
a second as any man eve? 
had. In two words I had recounted the incident and 
called on him to act in my behalf. 

“IT waited in that restaurant with the Comte until 11 
o'clock. The Prussian officer did not ‘appear. Then, 
uneasy, I went to the railroad station. I stood there 
scrutinizing every person who passed through the gates 
to board the midnight train; but he was not one of them. 
At 1 o’clock in the morning I went to my hotel and 
retired. I remained in Zurich for eight days seeking 
the miserable coward and then returned to Paris. 

“Although I tore up and cast away the card he had 
given me, I never forgot his name. Two years after-

which Rouzier Dorcieres manned the mitrailleuse, toid 
the story. Told it to the same coterie of friends who 
had listened to Dorcieres’ explanation of why he had 
jcined the aviation service in the French army, more 
than a year before. 

“He told me to find you, Messieurs, and to tell you 
just what he told me as he lay dying—dying from 11! 
machine-gun bullets, which riddled his torso in that 
last combat, which nearly cost me, also, my life. 

“Rouzier Dorcieres was the strangest machine gunner 
I ever had with me. Unlike other gunners, he always 
carried binoculars, and when we sighted and approached 
a Boche aeroplane, he spent his preliminary time in 
peering intently at the occupants of the enemy machine,

ward, I read in a dispatch from Berlin of his being bre- 
vetted as an aviator in the Kaiser’s segvice, and later, 
from time to time, I read or heard from people from 
Germany, of how he was working in the air service 
of the German army. 

“That is why I entered the aviation service of France, 
because I still hoped to meet him and make him repay 
his debt of honor to me.” in 

Rouzier Dorcieres sat amid a silence that hung heavy 
around the board. One by one his friends approached 
him, wrung his hands and kissed both his cheeks, as 
Frenchmen do. Then he stood up, saluted stiffly, and 
strode out of the room. That night he left Paris and 
returned to the front, as a machine gunner in a fighting 
aeroplane.

“As we circled near the German ‘machine in. his last 
fight, Dorcieres passed me a scrap of paper. On it he 
had scrawled a request that I swoop past the German 
as near as I could. Instantly I divined his reason—and 
his reason for always carrying and using his high-power 
glasses. He thought he recognized one of the occupants 
of the other aeroplane. 

“I swerved and doubled and shot past the Fokker's 
tail. Dorcieres’ eyes had been riveted to the glasses, 
but he dropped them, and they smashed in the bottom 
of the fuselage. 

“Dorcieres’ right hand was on the mitrailleuse trigger 
and his left was feeding the cartridge belt cleanly into 
the loading chamber as we rounded and flashed by 
abreast but a little higher than the enemy. 

“Taca-tac-pouf-pouf-taca-tac-pouf-pouf, and he drove 
30 rounds at the Fokker. And then as I swerved the 
Boche turned upwards and let fly at us. He had been 
traveling faster than I thought, because my mind had 
been distracted by approaching too near him at Dorcie- 
res’ request and he reached us with every shot from his 
nachine gun. Our fuselage cracked and splintered as 
the leaden hail perforated the car and the choking 
gasps that I heard behind me were the positive indica- 
tions that my gunner had been hit. [, too, turned up- 
ward, as my motor was undamaged and climbed with 
the German. Then we both planed and approached each 
other and it was a question of which of the two ma- 
chine gunners was the better man. 

“When I saw afterward how terribly Dorcieres had 
been hit in the first excuange o* firing, I realized that 
my apprehensions as to the outcome were unnecessary. 
When a man in Dorcieres’ condition can hold himself 
to his gun at all, he is invincible. I heard my mitrail- 
leuse begin to spit at the exact fraction of a second that 
we came within range, and the enemy gun never once 
barked a reply. . Dorcieres’ first shot must have killed 
the enemy gunner. And his torrent of bullets ripped 

off the tail of the Fokker and it dived in- 
to our lines like a stone, nose down. 


“I piqued down, too, and landed within 
50 yards of the broken Boche car and its 
occupants. Two stretchers were waiting 
there for us, but I was unhurt, miracu- 
lously. We put Dorcieres in one, tenderly 
as a baby, and then started off. But he 
had seen the wreck of the Fokker there 
and he begged that we stop beside it.

HE world not only faces 
a serious food shortage, 
but the imminent danger 
of a searcity of woolen 
cloth, owing partly to 
the war, but mostly to 
the persistent general 
neglect of the sheep industry, which 
has been allowed to lag for more re 
munerative pursuits. Unless immediate measures are 
taken to resume sheep raising on a more liberal scale, 
wool dealers point out, the need for something to wear 
will be quite as urgent as the demand for food. 

From the dawn of civilization sheep have been 
valued as the clothiers of mankind, and the woolen in- 
dustry, as exemplified in the tending of flocks, besides 
being one of the chief pursuits of early times, has had 
an important part in the romance of the past. But the 
last 25 years has seen the industry languish to an alarm- 
ing degree, until, today, the price of clothing threatens 
to drive home the bitter lessons of neglect. 

in the United States the number of sheep has dwin- 
dled to less than 50,000,000 head, and if we had to rely 
upon our own production of wool, it would mean only 
one suit of clothing for each person each four years, 
whereas we could just as well, produce twice the amount 
of wool we clip today. 

The great wool-growing countries of the world are 
the United States, South America, Australia, India and 
South Africa, but the war has isolated the three latter 
countries, while it is almost impossible to move the 
clip from South America owing to lack of ships. Con- 
sequently the price of wool has advanced about 100 per 
cent since the first year of the war and wool dealers 
expect no relief until the hoped-for peace restores condi; 
tions to their normal state. 

The’war has compelled England to monopolize the 
clip of its colonies to clothe the great armies of the 
allies, using 121,000,000 yards of woolen piece goods for 
its soldiers the first 15 months of the war, while carpet 
manufacturers, who looked to Russia, Turkey and Asia 
for the coarser grades, are now utilizing the medium 
wools that formerly went into cloth. War is as de- 
ctructive to cloth as it is to human life, for soldiers’ 
clothing is rapidly and totally destroyed. Civilian cloth- 
ing is always worked over into shoddy, from which 
cheaper grades of cloth are manufactured. 

Rapidly changing fashions and the general trend of 
farmers toward strictly agricultural pursuits are also 
two agencies responsible for the growing shortage in 
woolen goods. 

It is estimated that there are 600,000,000 sheep in the 
world, and the whole clip of wool in 1916 was :2,700,000,- 
000 pounds, a decrease of more than 156,000,000, as com- 
pared with the preceding year. The United States showed 
«a decrease from 56,000,000 sheep in 1909 to 49,956,000 in 
1915, and a decrease in pounds of wool 


mediate steps to cultivate here the industry of fine 
wool growing in order to maintain our economic in- 
dependence. The increasing demand for meats in this 
country also sent up the price of mutton during the 
past year and sheep raisers found it more profitable 
to send sheep to slaughter than hold them for wool 
production. This also helped devastate what flocks 
we have. 

The cur dog has been an important factor in discour- 
aging farmers from raising sheep. Flocks have been 
scattered and thousands of sheep destroyed by dogs, who 
run sheep to death or drive them into stampedes in 
which they plunge blindly into fences and trees. In 
some Eastern states laws have been passed providing 
for bounties on the heads of wandering dogs as a meas- 
ure of protection to sheep raisers. As‘an example of 
how destructive the dog might become, the State De- 
partment of Agriculture wf Pennsylvania points out 
that 5000 sheep were killed by dogs in that State in 
1915. 

Sheep require more care than the modern farmer cares 
to bestow upon them, particularly in the lambing period, 
and the young man on the farm today has turned away 
from that industry to the other and less exacting work 
of the farm. Yet there are features to sheep raising 
that are not duly appreciated. Sheep enrich the land 
as do no other animals; for one thing, they are easily 
moved from pasture to pasture, and do not require the 
energy to round up that is expended on cattle, while, 
at present prices for wool and mutton, the sheep grower 
can realize over 100 per cent on his investment. Even 
in normal] times, wool dealers say, the industry returns 
sufficient profit to justify the care required. Where 
the sheep is carefully studied, it is pointed out, as in 
England, which raises as much net Woo! in that island 
as we do in all the United States, the profit will exceed 
that of any other farm product. 

With the United States at war and the dikelihood 
of having to put an army of a million men in the field, 
we are confronted by another alarming result of the 
neglect of sheep raising. It becomes a problem at once 
to fit out a million men with the regulation allowance of 
14 yards of woolen cloth, f6r uniform and blankets, to 
each man. This would mean 14,000,000 yards of cloth 
to be furnished quickly. 

Official figures just published by the Government in- 
dicate that wool manufacturers, whose total purchases 
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1916 amounted to 576,327,000

38 per cent. 

Holdings on Jan. 1 last equaled 
about 35 per cent of the year’s pur- 
chases, and on Jan. 1, 1916, the stock 
beld equaled 29 per cent of the 1915 purchases. 

Mills whose total purchases in 1916 amounted to 465,- 
969,000 pounds, reported domestic and foreign wools 
separately. For these’43 per cent of the holdings was 
domestic and 57 per cent foreign, against 33 and #67 
per cent respectively a year ago. The year’s purchases 
were 42 per cent domestic and 58 per cent foreign. These 
official figures indicate that manufacturers are carrying 
unusually heavy stocks of wool. 

This is the season for shipments from South Amer- 
ica, but the time is near when they will stop, wool deal- 
ers believe, and then no more foreign wool will be avail- 
able for many months, unless Great Britain lets down 
the bars in’ Australia and New Zealand. The trade hears 
a rumor that some such action is being contemplated by 
England and that an allotment of 100,000,v00 to 175,000,- 
000 pounds to America is likely. 


We must show proper discernment, wool buyers con- 
tend, before there will be a proper expansion of the in- 
dustry in this country, for the farmers do not appear to 
realize that wool producing really forms the backbone of 
the country’s economical system. We could easily pro- 
duce the 300,000,000 pounds which we import yearly, they 
say, and thus keep in operation the great mills which 
employ upward of 200,000 persons, and at the same time 
effect a great saving by eliminating imports. 

Another source of consumption, which is steadily ex- 
panding and must be contended with in the future, is 
the introduction of European dress in the thickly pop- 
ulated Orient. In the last five years the people of the 
Orient have steadily emulated the people of the West 
in the matter of dress and have created a steady, grow- 
ing demand for woolen fabric. These countries raise 
comparatively few sheep and their needs must be filled 
by the wool-growing countries. 

There was a time in the United States when sheep 
raisers vied with cattle men of the West in maintaining 
the standard of industry, and many were the clashes, 
often bloody ones, between cattle men and sheep rais- 
ers for grazing ground. Cattle raisers dSbjected stren- 
uously against the sheep men because sheep denuded 
the pastures, often leaving them a dusty waste. But 
that time has passed, and since the absolute necessity 
of raising sheep has become recognized, the sheep men 
are given ample room for the extension of the in- 
austry. 

Previous to 1914 wool sold below 20 cents a pound, 
which was consdered unprofitable by 
raisers who specialize in wool, and those

ago of a portrait of Vittoria Colonna, 
the greatest of Italy's poetesses, 
made .by the master painter, led to 
the uncovering of a remarkable love 
story of the Renaissance

WO years ago, while rummaging about in 
the lumber attic of the home in Bromley, 
Kent, England, Mr. James Hoghton came 
upon @ painting that attracted his atten- 
tion because of its. delicate coloring and 
because it reminded him of the work of 


some of the Italian artists he had seen — 


in the Londen galicries. [t was a portrait of a wom- 
an, frameless and-covered with the dust of decades, buj 
obviously the product gf a master craftsman. 

Experts to whom Mr. Hoghten took the 
identified it at ence as a Raphael. 
seemed to know of whom the portrait was. For some 
time the matter lapsed. Then A. EB. Ravina, a noted art 
investigator, took up a study ef the lost Raphael. He 
tracked it back through the eenturies and was. acci- 
dentally enabled to unfold a most interesting romance 
of the Italian repaissance tn which the principa} char- 
asters were Raphael's intimate friend, Baldassare Cas- 
tiglione, the ‘“‘Perfect-Courtier,” and Vittoria Colonna, the 
greatest of Italian poetesses and one of the most re- 
markable women of the renaissance. She had the honor 
of being painted’ in her youth by Raphae! and in her 
later years by Michael Angelo. 

The pomance of the lost Raphael is a romance of hope- 
less love and unrequited affection, the stery of a man 
who worshiped from afar and when the object of his 
adoration was removed from his ‘sight, worshiped a 
painting of her, secretly made for him by Raphael. 
Thirty years after the death of Castiglione the portrait 
and two sonnets to Vittoria Colonna were found con- 
ecealed inside a mirror which opened and shut by means 
of a secret spring. 

Z3aldassare Castighiene was one of the most distin- 
guished literary and diplomatic figures of his time. He 
was born in 1478 and was therefore 12 years older then 
Vittoria Colonna. ft is well known from the writing 
ef his contemporaries that he cherished a hopeless pas- 
sion for a lady of rank. His friend, Paolo Gievio says of 
him that Messer Baldassare had “ket bis leve so high

and his rivals were so illustrious that he could not hepe 


to see an end ef his amorous martyrdem. The proofs of 
his passion are to be found in such written testimony 
of his contemporaries, in his 

poetry, and above all in the 

story of the hidden picture and 

the two sonnets, told of by 

Beffa Negrini, the family his- 

torian of the Castiglione fam- 

ily, in the following passage: 


“The Count also wrote two 
sonnets in the same spirit 
as the first, haply occasioned 
by the same paasion, tec 
lofty and sublime, whieh, 
with the pertrait of a very 
beautiful, and mest illustri- 
ous lady by the hand of 
Raphael Sanzio ef Urbina, 
he concealed behind a very 
large mirror, which could be 
opened and shut by those 
who knew the seeret there- 
of; there these sonnets, writ- 
ten by his hand in the year 
1517, were found in thé vear 
1560 by the Countess Cater- 
ina Mandella, his daughter- 
in-law, when the mirror hap- 
pened to stand in need of 
repair.” 
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Vittoria Colonna was born in 
1490 at Urbine. At the age of 
4 she was formally betrothed 
to the Duke ef. Pescara, a boy 
of her own age. This was done 
at the instance of the Duke of Naples, 
Fabricio Celenaa, father of Vittoria, 
being his ally. Baldassare beeame ac- 
quainted with the girl when she was 14 
and he was 26 and a courtier in the retinue 
ef the Duke and Duchess of Urbino. It must 
be remembered that at that time qa girl of 14 was 
at a marriageable age. 

Ravina writes: 

“These two were kindred spirits, beth peets, schol- 
ars and lovers of the arts. But for the q@ifference of 
rank and fortune, which set a Princess of the House of 
Celonna far abeve a mere courtier, the romance might 
have had a happy ending. It may be gathered from 
Baldaagare’s poems that Vittoria was at firet extremely 
pleasapt and gracious to him, but perceiving his pas- 
sion for her plunged him into deapair by becoming cold 
and distant.” 

Fer several years Baldasarre hoped against hope, but 
his last illusion was shattered in 1507, when the formal 
betrotha! of Vittoria and the Duke of Pescara waa an- 
nounced. Two years’ later they were married. Baldas- 
sare continued to cherish his paasion for Vittoria and 
sorely tried his mother and friends by his indifference 
to matrimenial projects suggested to him. 

In 1536 Baldassare was in Rome as Ambasaador to 
the Pontiff fram the Duke of Urbine. Vitteria and her 
husband were alse in Rome at that time. During this 
period Baldaseare and Raphael were much together. 
It was at this time that Raphael painted the picture 
of his friend that new hangs in the Louvre. 

The evidence collected by Ravina indicated that Ral- 
dassare told the great artiet of his hopeless passion and 
prevailed upon Raphael te paint a picture of Vittoria 
for him.. 

“It is not necessary to suppose,” writes Ravina, “that 
Wittoria sat for the picture. Raphael must have had

many opportunities for studying her and he bas peinted 
her in claseic drapery, with the right shoulder bare. 
exactly as he painted her as Calliope in Parnassus four 
years before. It is more than probable that she did 
not know of the existeace of the pertrait.” 

In 1516 Baldassare was married to the girl who had 
been selected for him by his mother and whom he did 
not see before the day of the marriage. The poet, in 
removing his goods from Rome, not wishing to hurt 
the feelings of his bride, hit upon the deviee of the mir- 


ror with the seeret spring, in which to bide the ‘por- 


trait Raphael had made for him. Thus the picture was 
brought to his hame in Mantua and its existence never 
suspected. Then this romantic lover wrote the two 
sonnets and hid them with the pieture until chance 
should reveal the seoret in the daya to eome. 

The following is a free translation of the sonnets 
found in the secret mirror with the painting of Vittoria: 


I, 

When year by year, in Time's relentless reund, 
Crumbling to dust, this fragile wood decays, 
As marble treasures of thine ancient days 
Amidat thy ruins, Rome, but lately found 

All men admire--men stil! unborn, spelibound

MORE COTTON FROM THE 
COTTON PLANTS. 


T is hoped te get a greatly increased eottion crop 
from the same acreage by means of a method de- 
vised by John B. Hall of Philadelphia, Pa,, who 
has been recently awarded @ patent on his sys- 

tem. There is a great deal of logs in the cotton fields 
in the shape ef cotton bolls which, for one reason or 
another, never mature. Mr. Hall contemplates turning 
the pickers inte the fields a little earlier than is usual 
and.pieking all the bolls befere they open. They are 
then treated to a bath of a solution in which starch 
and talcum eater largely, and in a moderately warm 
temperature the bella are artificially opened and the 
burden of fiber ie remeved in the uauel manner. The 
cotton recovered tg thie manner is said ta be superior 
to that allowed to pemada lenger on the plant, in that 
it has a beautiful luater. Another interesting feature of 
this process is that it is said to bring about the down- 
fall of the boll weevil, which requires to be matured ia 
the boll.

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MERICAN INVENTION THAT 


PERMITS AEROPLANES TO USE BIG-CALIBER WEAPONS 


RECENT product of American ingenuity 
in war devices is the nonrecoil gun, which 
will make it possible to mount much 
larger weapons on battle planes than has 
hitherto been believed to be possible. The 
new-type gun is already being manufac- 
tured in large quantities and some are 
already in use in Europe. 

Owing to the limitations imposed as to weight and 
stability, only guns of the lightest caliber have been 
mounted on aeroplanes in the past. In fact these re- 
strictions have limited the armament of air craft to ma- 
chine rifles and bomb-dropping apparatus. With the 
invention of the nonrecoil gun the size of the weapon 
need only: be limited by the size of the aeroplane. 

The success of the guns in the smaller sizes, up to 
and including a three-inch gun of 1100 foot-seconds muz- 
zle velocity, has been clearly demonstrated. It only 
remains for the development of the larger aeroplanes, a 
contingency of the very near future, to show the tre- 
mendous possibilities of larger and more powerful non- 
recoil guns. Indeed, machines are being constructed in 
Europe at the present time that are large enough to 
mount a six-inch nonrecoil gun that will practically 
equal in power the siege guns of that size used in land 
operations at the present time. 

for the benefit of the uninformed a brief description 
of the principles of operation and the essential details 
of construction will be given. The original conception 
contemplated a gun so installed that on firing it was 
free to fly to the rear under the reaction developed when 
the projectile was discharged to the front. The gun 
was, of course, lost after each shot. Further develop- 
ment of the idea resulted in a double length gun con- 
taining two projectiles driven, one toward the target and 
the other at random to the rear, by a single powder 
charge placed in the center of the gun. In effect the de- 
vice was two guns of equal bore and equal powder pres- 
sure, placed breech to breech, so that the recoil of one 
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Detailed drawing, showing arrangement of the 
two rifle barrels and ‘“‘double-ended”’ projectile 
which make the nonrecoil gun possible. 


was just sufficient to take 
up that of the other. The 
result was complete balance 
of forces and total absence 
of heavy shock of recoil at 
discharge so characteristic 
of all] former guns. It is 
this force of recoil that has 
limited the armament of 
aeroplanes to machine guns 
and, in a few isolated cases, 
to one-pounder guns of low 
muzzle velocity. 


The weight of these guns, 
due to their extreme sim- 
plicity and scientific meth- 
ods of construction, and the 
use of special alloy steel of 
high elastic limit, has been 
reduced to a minimum. 
Without going into details 
as regards pressure, stresses, 
etc., it may be stated that 
guns of this type are given 
a factor of safety equal to 
that used in other types of 
modern ordnance without 
exceeding the weight limita- 
tions imposed by mounting 
such guns on aeroplanes. 
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One type of construction 
has been followed in all guns 
manufactured to date, and 
the general design is briefly 
as follows: The gun is composed of two separate bar- 
rels, joined together by an interrupted screw thread. 
The front barrel, chambered at the rear end to receive 
the projectile and case, is rifled; the rear barrel is 
of uniform bore throughout and is unrifled. Its func- 
tion is to provide the necessary travel for the rear pro- 
jectile and when unlocked it rotates in its mounting, 
Slides to the rear clear of the front barrel, and swings 
to the right and down, giving unobstructed access to the 
breech of the front barrel for loading. This breech- 
opening operation effect by continuou# pressure on a 
single handle constitutes a simple and easily operated 
breech mechanism, comparing favorably. ,with the latest 
type of quick-firing guns. 

The cartridge case is of brass, in outward appearance 
quite like that of an ordinary. piece of ammunition. 
The projectile occupies the front end, the powder charge 
the midsection and the recoil charge of fine lead shot 
the rear end. This charge with its wads is approximate- 
ly equal in weight to the front projectile, the difference 
being due to the difference in frictional resistance be- 
tween a solid body in a rifled bore and a more or less

dispersed one in a smooth bore. Upon discharge it 
quickly breaks up and loses its velocity a few yards 
from the rear muzzle, and so is not a menace to any- 
one behind or below. 

The guns are of extremely simple design throughout 
and have proved reliable under all conditions of serv- 
ice. The number of parts is small and the construction 
is relatively simple and rapid. a 

The foregoing applies particularly to two-pounder, 
six-pounder and twelve-pounder guns, ranging in weight 
from 60 pounds to 210 pounds and having an average 
muzzle velocity of about 1100 feet per second. These 
three types of guns represent practically the entire out- 
put to date, as they were the most suitable for the 
type of aeroplanes in service at the beginning of the 
present war. 

However, with the advent of larger and larger ma- 
chines it has become possible to construct and to install 
in the immediate future guns of very much greater pow- 
er that will entirely supplant bomb dropping as a phase 
of the aeroplane operations and will make the battle 
planes a dangerous rival to the dreddnought.

The gentle enthusiast was given a military burial 
under the shadow of the snow-clad mountaiis which 
reverbefated With thé roar of battle as her body was 
loweréd int6 the grave. 

Equally romantic, but more sad if ponaitéle, is the story 
of Ellen Goodridge, a Wiscofisin girl. She left home to 
follow het lover through the war, only to lose him by 
disease at the close of his military career. 

This girl loved James Hendrick, who volunteered in 
1861 and was at the first battle of Bull Run, after which 
he reéeived a Lieutenant's commission. Ellen decided 
tc join him and share his hardships, but her parents 
refused to consent to her plan. When she pefsisted, 
they were so incensed that they turned her from home 
and badé her hever return. Goitig to Washiiigton, Ellen 
found Her lover's régithent and obtained permission to 
remain at the Colonel’s headquarters and look after 
the cooking. 

These tWo were together in every great battle fought 
in Virgifida, afd in the intervais she often accompahied 


her lover iff skirmishes and on raids, on one such oc- 


casion receiving a bad billet wound in her arm. 

Hendrick’s health failed after the fall of Richmond 
and he Was transferred to Washineton, where Ellen 
nursed hit for weeks, but in vain. A day of two be- 
fore be died, their marriage was solefifiized by an 
Episcopal clergyman. The occasion was inexpressibly 
sad for the broken-hearted gifl and her gallant lover, 
it is related, and she was frantic with grief for days 
after hé passed away. 

it is written of Anna Etheridge that she possessed 
the true heroism which is the highest boast of man- 
hood; that few soldiers wefe in the War ipfiigef or 
served With so stight intermissions or had so little heed 
of rest. 

When the first enlistment tock plaee, in the summer 
of 1867, Afna was in Detroit, visiting friends. There 
she enlisted in the Second Michigan Volunteers, under 
Col. Rtefrardson. Stre was one of a grotp of 19 young 
women who offered to go with the regiment as nufses, 
but after a few months’ service all but Anna had re- 
turned home. 

She was with the regiment in thé action at Black- 
burn’s Ford, which was preliminary t6 the first battle 
of BulY Run, and gcOntinued with it thréugh nearly all 
the fighting in Virginia. She was furnished a horse, 
side s le and saddie bags, and during a battle would 
often ri@e fearlessly to the front; afid whenevef she 
found @ seldiet too badly hurt to go to the rear, she 
would dismount, heedless of shot and shell, produce her 
lint and bandages, bind up the wounds, give water or 
stimulating @fink and then galfop on in search of an- 
other sufferer. 

Gen. Berry, who for a long time commanded the brig- 
ade td Whith Anna Etheridge was attached, hitieelt 
noted for his gallantfy in action, declared that she fre- 
mained @661 afid self-possessed under as hot a fire as 
he ever SAW or Was @kposed to himself, and Gefi.. Kear- 
ney, at One time comimander of. the brigade, commis- 
sioned het Regimental Sergeant if consideration of her 
dauntles® couraRe and great service during battie, ane 
presented het a hafidsome cross bearing hid namie. 

When fet actively engaged on the field or in the hos- 
pital, this young woman superintended cooking at 
brigadé headquartefs, and ministered to the sick and 
weary Of lowe Marches. At the nightly bivouec she 
wrappéd herself if a blanket and slept om the ground 

with thé hardifided of the true soldier. : 

Her ekploite at Aftietam@Chancellorsville, Gettysburg 
and in thé Battle of Grant's closing fampaign, composed > 
a favorite theme for the soldiers.

o reach Mount Pleasant pike, where Ashwood Hall and 
the homes of her two uncles, each a mile apart, were 
situated. They were filled with seldiers who would be 
ap by surprise and captured, unless she reached them 
n tiffie. 

“She gaifed the gate, Which opened on the pike, and 
as she did 860, she saw approeching her three F 
soldiers, fast riders, thrown owt to capture prisonerg 
and then commenced a wonderful race. 

“The Horsé Was a young thoroughbred and seemed te 
realize her peril. The last she saw Of the cavalrymeg 
they were digging their spurs into theif horses’ sideg 
and with their heads almost on a level with those of 
their horses. 

“She gained jhe woods afid was lost to sight. On 
reaching Ashwood she rouse’ the Confederate soldiers 
and was taken, almost fain og, from her .hborse; the 
horse’s mouth was covered wit blood and foam from thp. 
bit.” 

The soldiers got for their tt abte Miss Polk’s riding 
plume, which dropped from ber iat. — 

Miss Polk afterward was ma tied to the Baron de 
Charette in Parts. 

The Confederate Géneral, 
6f women of the South: 

“Even if the men of the Sor ft had not been zealous 
in the cause, the patriotism of heir mothers and wives 
and sisters would have inspiréd them with zeal or 
shamed them into its imitation The women of the 
South exhibited that feeling wherever it could be exer- 
cised—in the army, by distributing clothing with their 
owh hands: at the railroad stations and in their own 
homes, by feeding the marching seléfers; and, above all, 
in the hospitals, where they rivaled the Sisters of 
Charity... am happy in the-belfef that their devoted 
patriotiem and gettie charity ate te be richly rewarded.”’ 

In response to a request t6 detall & shoemaker to work 
on Wotien’s shoes, made on behalf of Southern women 
in the afiny who had been for some tithe barefoot, Gen. 
Stonewall Jackson paid this tribute in bis reply, Nov, 
14, 1862: 

“Be assured that I feel a deep and abidifig interest in 
our female soldiers. They afte patfidtse in the truest 
sense of the word, and | more and mére admire them.” 

Gen. Forrest was drawing wp his men one day ard it 
was evident that a sharp éncountér Was to take place. 
Seme women ran from 4 house neafby afd at ‘ously 
inquired: “What shall we do, General, What she We 
do?’ | 

Strong in his faith that they only wished to hel; 
some way, Gen. Forrest replied: “I really don’t see 
you ean do mich, except to stand on stumps, wave y 
befinets and shout, ‘Hurrah, boys!’”’ 

After Gen. Shertian took possession of Savannah, 
issted ordérs to arive out of the city the wives of C 
federate officers and soldiers. While these women were 
packing up, soldiers wére sent to watch them. The 
women sent a remonstrance to the General, and this was 
his reply: 

“You women are the toughest set I ever knew. 
men would have given up long ago but for you. 
lieve you would keep this war up for 30 years.” 


Mrs. Belle Reyholés, wife of Lieut. Reynolds of Pe- 
stia, Ill., followed her husband throtghout the war, 
and performed mefitoriows service aMong the wounded 
on mafiy battlefield’. She also marched with the regi- 
mént by her husband’s side, and once pluckily assisted 
the guard of a hospital boat laden with wounded men 
in repelling efforts of their patie stricken troops from 
boarding the boat and possibly capsizing. it, while try- 
ing to evade capture by the enemy. 

Mrs. A. A. Hoge of Chicago, gave her two sons to 
ihe Union Cause, and then enlisted-hefself as a mem- 
ber of the Chicago Sanitary Commission and toured the 
country organizing women's relief corps. Her work in 
the ifiterest of sanitation, on many battlefields and in 
hospitals, Ministering to the sick and wounded, is | 
highly commended in histortes of the war dealing with 
women's work. 

Mrs. Mary‘ Morris “Husband of Philadelphia, grand- 
daughter of Robert Morrl® of Revolutionary fame, was 
anotWer woitfan to-sacfi.ice home and comfort to fol- 
low the fortunes of war in the capacity of nurse and 
friend of the stricken fighter. She entered the hospital 
service in 1862 and served throwghout the war, doing 
excellent work in the field hospital tents. She was-a 
recognized dietetic expert, ahd many times prepared 
the routine diet for whole divisiois. Mrs. Husband was 
also noted for het interest in offenders sentenced to be 
shot for desertion, and made several successful efforts 
in personal appeals to President Lincoin for executive 
clemency in such cases. 

There wére hundreds of other women in the Civti 
War more or tess noted for their heroiem, and thow 
sands of others still of whom the historians failed te 
take notice. The attivities of women in the present 
war might be termed a natural inheritance from noble 
ancestry. r
